To-night’s Star says| it was mentioned in 
the Star’s account of the execution of Guiteau 
on Friday last that some flowers had been 
removed from the ceili of the prisoner under 
the apprehension that they had been poisun- 
ed.

Remarkable Swimming Feat. 
New York special to the Chicago Tribune, 


Marquis Bibvero made his third attempt to 
swim across the East River with his feet and 
hands tied to-day, and ne succeeded in the 
attempt. Mr. Richard K. Fox had wagered 
$250 that Bibbero could accomplish the feat, 
and Mr. Le Brie had wagered the same sum 
that he could not. To-day, when Prof. Bib 

bero knew that he bad his last chance, he 
started from Brooklyn and waited for the 
start until the ebb and flow of the water were 
meeting. He was rowed over from No, 91 
South street at 10:20 a.m. AS s00n as the 
boat reached the point selected for the begin- 
uing of Bibbero’s swim he began to disrobe 
bimself. His arms were pinioned behind his 
back so that they could not be moved. Then 
his feet weretied, a strong rope being 
fastened around each ankle,and the two 
ankles being drawn togeihber by an- 
other rope. Referee Sherer super- 
intended these arrangements, and when ali: 
were completed Bibbero at 11:10 was. gently 
pushed overthe side of the boat. He dis- 
appeared for a moment and then rose to the 
surface, and puffed from his mouth a stream 
of water such as a young whaie might eject 
upon coming’ to the surface. He lay upon his 
side and began to kick with his feet. His 
hands remained perfectly motionless. He 
moved swiftly through the water toward the 
New York shore, and at 11:10 a. m. was under 
the great bridge and half way across the 
course which he marked out In starting. He 
propelled himself rapidly from this time on 
until 11:28, when he was abreast of the 
Rooseveit street pier. Here aferryboat was 
about starting out, and the referee decided 
that the professvor should be pulled from the 
water. He was taken from the river at 11:30, 
having been just twenty minutes in the 
water. When taken out he was but ten yards 
from shore. It was the verdict that Bibbero 
had won his $250, and the referee said that 
Le Brie would bave to pay the money. The 
distance covered, accoiding io the report 
made by those who were in the boat, was 
about three-quarters of a mile, and the time 
exactly twenty minutes.

Old Newgate Prison. 
From the Fortnightly Review. 

In antiquity and varied interest Newgate 
Prison yields tono place of durance in the 
world. A jail bas stood on this same site for 
almost a thousand years. The first prison 
was nearly as oldas the Tower of London, 
and much oiderthan the Bastile. Hundreds 
of thousands of *‘felons and trespassers” have 
from first tolast been incarcerated within, 
andto many it must have been an abode of 
sorrow, suffering and unspeakable woe, 
a kind of terrestrial inferno, to enter 
which was to abandon every hope. Impria- 
onment was often lightly and capriciously 
inflicted in days before our liberties were 
fully Won, and innumerable victims of tyr- 
anny and oppression have been lodged in 
Newgate. Political troubles also sent their 
quota; the jail was the half-way house to the 
scaffold or the gallows for turbulent or short- 
sighted persoas who espoused the losing 
side: it was the starting-place for that pain- 
ful pilgrimage to the pillury or whipping- 
post which wastoo frequently the punish- 
ment for rashiy-uitered libels and philippics 
against constituted power. Newgate, again, 
was on the high road to Smithfiela; in times 
of intolerance and fierce religious dissensions 
numbers of devoted martyrs went thence to 
suffer for conscience’ sake at the stake. For 
centuries a large section of the permanent 
population of Newgate, as of all jails, consist- 
ed of offenders against commercial 
laws; fraudulent bankrupts were hanged: 
Others more unfortunate than criminal were 
clapped into jail to linger out their lives 
without the chance of earning the funds by 
which alone freedom could be recovered. 
Debtors of all degrees were equally con- 
demned to languish for years in prison, often 
for the most paltry sums—innocent persons, 
also; jail deliveries were rare, and the boon 
of arraigoument and fair ‘rial was strangely 
and uujustiy withheld, while even those ac- 
quitted in open court were often hauled back 
to prison because they were unableto dis- 
charge the jailer’s illegal fees. The condition 
of ibe prisoners Was long most deplorapie. 
They were but scantily supplied with 
the commonest necessaries of life. Light 
scarcely penetrated their dark and loathesome 
dungeons; no breath of .fresh air sweetened 
the fetid atmosphere they breathed; that they 
enjoyed the luxury of water was due to the 
munificedce of a pious ecciesiastic. As for 
their daily subsistence it Was most precarious. 
Food, clothing, fuel, were doied out in lim- 
ited quantities by prosperous citizens as 
eharitabie gifts, while some bequeathed 
small legacies to be expended in the same 
articles of supp'y. These bare prison aliow- 
ances were further eked out by the 
chance seizures in the markets; by bread 
forfeited as inferior or of light weight; and 
meat unfit tobe puiNicly sold. Ail classes 
and categories of prisoners were herded in- 
discriminately together; men and women, 
tried and uniried, upright but mieguided 
zealots with hardened habitual offenders. 
The only principie of ciassificaiion was a 
prisoner’s ability or otherwise to pay certain 
fees; money could purchase the tqua:id 
comfort of the master’s side, but no immu- 


nity from the baleful companionship 
of felons equally well furnighed with 
funds and no less aDxiols to 65= 


cape the awful borrors of the common side of 
the jail. The weight of ibe chains again, 
which innocent and guilty all alike «ore, de- 
pended upon the price a prisoner could pay 
for ‘easement of irons,’? and it was a com- 
mon praciice to overload a new-comer witha 
enormeus fetters, and so terrify bim into lay. 
ish disbursements. The jail at ali times was 
so hidevusly overcrowded that plague and 
pestilence perpetually ravaged it, and the 
deadly infection often spread into the neigh- 
boring courtg of law.

San Jose and the Santa Clara Valley— 
‘The Athens of California—Saratoga 
Springs, the New Almadan Mines 
and Alum Rock—James 
Lick and His Great 
Observatory. 


special Correspondense of the Post-Dispatch, 

SAN JOSE, CAL., June 29.—From San Fran- 
cisco to San Jose is a delightful railroad ride 
of less than two hours. The Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad, which is the most enjoyable 
route, traverses, inthe fifty miles separat- 
ing the two cities, the most 
beautiful country in the world. During the 
trip the iron horse skirts charming stretches 
of farming land, now wondrous green in all 
glory of a certain harvest, passes lovely sub- 
urban villages, steals occasional glimpses of 
the “wild Pacific,” ana now and then sights 
blue waters aod sandy beaches of San Fran- 
cisco Bay. Inthe ride the palatial summer 
residences of railroad magnates, bonanza 
kings and lesser lights in the firmament of 
California’s public plunderers are seen, lus- 
cious orchards and vineyards are passed 
and for the entire distance the pastoral 
foothills and forest-crowned ‘tops of the 
Coast range of mountains are kept in plain 
view. One is hardly well seated in the cars 
when the Anger panorama is ended, and 
the proverbial "good night’ of the showman 
is re-echoed in the brakeman’s harsh an- 
nouncement that San Jose (pronounced San 
Hozay) is reached. 

THE GARDEN CITY. 

San Jose is called the Garden City of Cali- 
fornia, and it undoubtedly. merits the 
distinction. The charming town is in 
reality one vast garden, fenced in, as it were, 
by the beautiful granges of the Coast Moun- 
tains, which rear their headson every side 
of the city. The city is regularly laid out in 
handsomely paved streets,and avenues which 
are invariably shaded by fall trees, whose 
foliage, in many instances, is so dense and 
luxuriant that it meets in the center and 
forms a canopy of living green, as the 
poets say. San Jose is one of 
the ‘oldest settiements in the State, 
having had a fair popuiaton as early as 1777, 
over one hundred mee ago, when it was occu- 
pied by the Catholic fathers, who then found- 
¢d a mission that is stillin existence. One of 
the first Alcaides of the town was Dolores 
Pacheco, an ancestor of Romaldo Pacheco, 
who is the present Representative of the dis- 
trict in Congress. In 1849tne first Legisla- 


ture of California met in San Jose, 
which remained for some years 
the capital of the new State. The 


city possesses several fine public buildings 
and parks, many handsome hotels and busi- 
ness blocks, numerous beautiful and costly 
churches, and scores of fine residences and 
dwellings. It is lighted by electricity, a mag- 
nificent iron tower, erected at a cost of $10,- 
000, accommodating a 6,000 candle-power 
light, which, at a height of 200 feet, sheds its 
brilliancy over the eutire city. San Jose has 
always been a great resort for invalids and 
tourists, who find in its equable climate, well- 
managed hotels, healthful vegetables, luscious 
fruits and palatable wines attractions that can 
not be resisted. It lies in the great Santa 
fruit belt, and isa canning point of no little 
importance, possessing a number of success- 
ful canneries that give employment to hun- 
dreds of people, and whose goods have a 
world-wide reputation. 
AN EDUCATIONAL CENTER. 

Besides being the accredited most beautiful 
spotin the State, San Jose enjovs agreat 
reputation as an educational center. In 
addition to an admirable system of 
public schools the city contains the State 
Normal School, the Santa Ciara College and 
the San Jose University, besides a number 
of institutions of lesser note. The State 
Normal School isa massive brick structure, 
occupying the center of an 
immense square in the heart of thetown. The 
grounds of this institution, which comprise 
a tract of land nearly a ha!f mile square, are 
beautifully decorated and embellished with 
countiess varieties of trees, shrubs and 
flowers, which make it one of the most pleas- 
ant afternoon and evening resorts in the 
town. An idea can be obtained of the beauty 
of this square when itis stated that during 


the present year about $16,000 hag 
been spent in improving the grounds 
of the institution alone. The main 


building of the Normal School was erected 
in 1880 ata cost approximating $200,000. It 
was built to replace the old Normal School, 
which was destroved by fire during the win- 
ter of 1880. The school attracts students 
from all parts of the coast, and at present has 
over 600 enrolied. The Santa Clara College 


and the San Jose University, the 
former ® Catholic institution, and 
the latter under the patronage 


of the Presbyterians of the State, are both 
handsome and popular schools and are at- 
tended py many hundreds of students. They 
aré both located on the Alameda drive, that 
famous avenue connecting San Jose and San- 
ta Clara, which is shaded by a double row of 
stately trees planted by the pioneer Catholic 
missionaries over one hundred years ago. 
‘ THE ENVIRONS OF SAN JOSE. 

In point of resorts San Jose will 
compare favorably with any section of the 
Uoast. On every side of the city beautiful 
villas, health-giving springs and cool moun- 
tain retroats extend their hospitable arms to 
the tourist and sight-seer. Alum Rock, a re- 
sort seven miles from the Garden City, en- 
joys an enviable prosperity, and is visited by 
scores of peopie at all seasons of the year. It 


is reached by a broad and shaded 
avenue, and, behind a good team, ‘is 
hardly an bour’s drive from town. 


Tne place is popular on account of its min- 
eral springs, delightful scenery and fine trout 
fishing, a combination of attractions that 
appeals to but fewin vain. The resort lies 
totheeast of San Jose, at the foot of the 
mountains. Besides the springs of Alum 
Rock the valley boasts of numerous other 


mineral springs, many of Which possess 
rare curative properties in certain 
diseases. The Saratoga Springs, near the 


viliage of Los Gatos,on the South Pacific 
Coast Railroad, is the most noted of the en- 
tire group. Next to the famed Bartlett 
Springs of Lake county it is probably the 
most prominent health resort in California. 
Los Gatos itself is a favorite resort, but most 
people who visit the town go there to enjoy 


the springs, which are said to bear 
a strong resembiance din their min- 
eral properties to their famous 


namesake in New York State. At Saratoga 
is a good hotel, besides an extensive bottiing 
establishment, from whence the water is 
shipped to aii parts of the Coast. Not far 
from Los Gatos,and about twelve miles west 
of San Jose, are situated the celebrated New 
Almadan Quicksilver Mines, which have 
yielded rich mineral results for a number of 


years, The mines are always visited by 
tourists, who find much of in- 
terest in their workings. The 


mining camp itself is a peculiar little 
hamiet, differing materially from the ordinary 

id and silver mining village-of the coast. It 
8 inhabited by a race of quicksilver miners, 
who have sprung up out of the district itself, 
have worked the New Almadan since its dis- 
covery, and who, with their children, will 
probably continue to work it until the last 
drop of mineral is extracted and the mine is 
turned over to its natural administrators, the

The climate is mild 
the soil is fertile, the people progressive and 
intelligent, and prohibition is a success. ‘To 
be sure, the so-called ‘drug stores,’ aided 
by the disreputabie portion of the medical 

rofession, dispense some beer and whisky; 

ut itis certainly very limited in ampunt, for 
I saw. no drinking or drunkenness. 
The vefy best citizens are well vleaged, 
and say the young men are protected and do 
not resort to these means to get drink—it’s 
only the old ‘toper’ that doesso. They are 
sure that prohibition does virtually pro- 
hibit.” 

**How about the crops??? 

“The wheat harvest is over, and is the 
largest aud best ever known in that part of 
the State. The oats and corn both look well. 
The fruits are plentiful; many orchards of 
from 500 to 5,000 bearing trees are all laden 
with fruit. The grass was never better. The 
southern part of Cherokee county, especially, 
is under a high state of cultivation; the farms 
have good buildings, hedge fences, and there 
is an appearance of neatnessa and thrift man- 
ifest on every hand. 

‘*The town of Baxter, in this county,is now 
taking its second growth. ‘It had atone time 
& population of some twelve thousand or 
more; now it has only as many hundred. The 
people, and houses too, moved away, but 
they are coming back again, and many new 
buildings are springing up, the result of the 
boom occasioned by the wonderful springs 
located here. Various diseases are said to 
be cured by the use of these waters, such as 
rheumatism, diabetes, dyspepsia, consump- 
tion and many others. The water is certainly 


very pleasant to drink. There are two 
springs that throw out vast quantities 
of water, a stream from each at 


least two inches in diameter, clearfand cool. 
Although these springs are within a few 
yards of each other, their waters are very dif- 
ferent and can be readily recognized by the 
taste. The deposits in the springs are differ- 
ent in color and formation,the one being dark 
brown and very heavy, while the other is 
light yellow and flocculent. No analysis has 
heen made of the waters as yet, but soon will 
be. The grounds around the springs have 
been inclosed and set out in shade trees, with 
gravel waiks.jA complete bath-house with ail 
modern improvements and two beautiful 
pagodas also adorn the grounds. 

t is stated bya geologist that Baxter 
is 4,000 feet above sea level. 
Capt. Henry A. Burgess, formerly of this 
city, has just taken charge of the new 
Springs Hotei, and is fitting it up in superb 
style. His many friends here will be pleased 
to learn that the Captain has got out of the 
ground (he was engaged in mining) and gone 
into hotel life. The editor of the Baxter 
News got out an extra edition of his paper 
on the 30ih of June giving the news from 
Washington, D. C. The extra was distribut- 
ed gratuitously, and was read with delight 
by the populace. By the way, I heard more 
peopie quoting trom the Post-DisPaTcH 
than any other St. Louis paper. They all 
seemed to read it.’? 

“How did you find the Indian popula- 
tion ?”? 

“There are plenty of Indians about town, 
most of whom dress and act like white folks, 
On mv way down ‘Steamboat Frank’ was on 
the train.

There are 
many others engaged in the same enterprise, 
the cattle and sheep being grazed in the ‘Na- 
tion’ atavery smali expense. The fishing 
and hunting are very fine—smu&ll game es- 
pecially being very plentiful, and many kinds 
of fine fish abound in the Spring River, which 
flows by Baxter. The country is dotted 
over with school-houses with graded 
schools in thetowns.
